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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully consdiered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that North does not teach a target device comprising a plurality of communicaiton 
ports and does not teach a converter for converting data corresponding to operation ofcontrols in accordance with data conversion rule. 
In response, North teaches a system and method including logical devices 98 and 100. Each of the logical devices include a plurality of 
devices 26-1 through 26-n. Each device 26 includes a ommunicaiton port (see fig. 2). The logical devices 98 and 100 are interpreted to be 
"target device" and therefore North teaches the claimed "target device having a plurality of communicaiton ports". 
North also teaches that each of the devices are disperate devices operating under a different operating system (see col. 5 lines 61 -col. 6 
lines 13) interacting with console 32-38 to receive and execute the received commands. North teaches module 102 receives events and 
and in response issues a command to perform an action to one of the devices 26-1 or 26-2 (see col. 9 lines 55-col. 10 lines 11). Since 
devices 26-1 and 26-2 are disperate devices and are operating under different types of operating systems, module 102 inherently converts 
the actions to commands compatible with the selected device. Therefore North teaches the limitaitons as claimed 
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
